Station, London, at eleven o'clock on 
the morning of Tuesday, we were 
rushed through with astonishing 
rapidity, arriving at Dover in a little 
more than one hour. The ears of the 
British railroads are far inferior to 
of America. Passengers go 
either 1st, 2d or 3d class, according as 
their pocketbooks warrant and their 
tastes incline them. The difference 
between these classes' are pretty wide. 
First-class means a luxuriantly up- 
holstered compartment, which a tip to 
Hard often makes exclusive to 
two or three passengers. Second-class 
is plainly furnished with cushions; 
but third-class is like the seat of re- 
pentance-very hard and rough. Most 
persona take seoond-olaas tickets, and 
we fell in with the popular taste by 
doing likewise ; but a shilling to the 
utial guard was the means of 
being ushered into a first-class com- 
partment with no extra charge, and 
so we were wheeled in case and 
splendor until the white cliffs of Dover 
came into view. The train runs right 
down to the dock, making only a step 
or two necessary to reach the Channel 
steamer. We were on the fastest 
boat in tb' . called the " Calais- 

DoenvreS." Second-class on the boat 
is very objectionable as it precludes 

sight -seeing. Therefore we bought 

an " re ticket" for two shillings 

and feasted our eyes on all that came 
within the line of vision. High up on 

the lofty cliffs are reared the grim 

and solid battlements of Dover Castle. 
This castle was built during the 

twelfth century, and u >ned 

by the soldiery of the 1 my.

Only two stops were made between 
Calais and Paris, and the terminus of 
the Chemin de fer du XorJ was 
reached at 7:30 in the evening. 

Our arrival was very inopportune, 
as it occurred in the height of a 
thunder-storm. Not meeting Mr. 
Tilden, we summoned a voiturc, and 
were driven to the Hotel de I'Athenee. 
But here we met with failure, as all 
the rooms were engaged. Our trouble 
was not serious, however, as in live 
minutes we were in a nice room at the 
Hotel Bedford, which we now occupy 
for the very moderate charge of ten. 
francs per day. 

Since our arrival, the grass has not 
grown under our feet. The first ,la\ 
we called at Mr. Tilden's studio, but 
did not find him. However, we took 
a glimpse of Champs de F.lysecs and 
the Trocadero (on the outside), then 
wandered along the boulevards with 
their cafes innumerable extending 
almost half way across the pavement, 
where gentilhommes and demoiselles 
sipped their absinthe or vin ordinaire ; 
where the 04/1 noir, the 
cognac and the cigarette 
held unbounded sway ; and 
where the clink of the 
boire (tips) kept time with 
the ubiquitous wine corks 
that hurtled through the air. 
Yesterday we took in a 
part of the Exposition, saw 
the Egyptian and American 

departments, and ascended 
half-way Up the Eiffel Tow- 
er. We intended going to 
the summit, but (hi 
crowd on a similar expedi- 
tion made it impossible. 
However we will go to the 
top before leaving Paris, 
even if we arc obliged to 
climb up the winding stairs. 
At the second landing, we 
met Mr. llealy, of Liver- 
pool, and Messrs. Maginn, 
of Ireland, Wolff, of St. 
Louis, rlerney, of Indiana, 
and Davidson, of Philadel- 
phia. 1 must not omit to 
mention that WC were accom- 
panied on this trip by Mr. 
Tilden, who has been 

useful to the American de- 
legation, finding hotel ac- 
commodations for all of 
them save Mr. Fox and my- 
self. 

Mr. Tilden has proven 
himself a man of talent 
since reaching French soil. 
His statue which was admit- 
ted^to the Salon, is indeed 
a great work, both in con- 
ception and in execution. 
Space does not admit of a 
just description at pn 
but we will have something 
for the public, on deaf-mute 
sculptors, on our return. 

But all the above is simply digres- 
sion. We came to take part in the In- 
ternational Congress of Deaf-Mutes, 
and it is natural to suppose that the
